Additions to the Pharmacopoeia. 
3. Aqua Destillate Sterizata or 


Sterilized Distilled Water. The idea of 


introducing this water into the U.S.P. 
is to furnish a sterile water required in 
all. preparations intended to be used 


intravenously. The ordinary distilled 


water is liable to contain a fungus 
growth and various kinds of_ bacteria 


which might catise very serious trouble | 


if introduced into the circulation. In 
fact there are cases on record where 
the most disastrous results have been 


brought about by the use of a non- 


sterile water or even sterilized water 
which has been’ kept*too long. Fur- 
thermore, it should be remembered that 


distilled water intended for intravenous | 
use should be distilled in glass stills. 


Emplastrum Resine. This plas- 
ter is identical with the Emplastrum 


Resine U.S.P. 1890. It has probably 
been introduced into the present Phar- 
macopeeia to form the base for Em- 
plastrum Cantharidis.

| plaster, known as emplastrum lyttze

6. Emplastrum Elasticum. This 
rubber plaster approximates the orig- 


inal rubber plaster which was made by 


kneading crude rubber with suitable 


resinous substances until a homogene- 
ous plastic mass was obtained. This. 


process required the use of steam- 


heated rollers provided with spikes for 


the disintegration of the rubber and 


the intimate admixture of the shredded 


rubber and the resinotts substances. 
While still warm this plastic mass was 
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spread upon cloth by means of hot 
rollers. The ‘installation of. such heavy 
and expensive machinery eliminates the 
retail pharmacist as a manufsetarer of 
rubber plaster. |

rubber in a suitable solvent, evapo- 
rating the solution to the proper con- 
sistence and then spreading it on cloth.
